He also said that the commission 
would segregate the state's hard- 
ened criminals from first offend- 
ers. Some transfers among the 
convict camps already have been 
made, he said, and the whole proj- 
ect is scheduleu for completion be- 
fore Christmas. 

The camp at Fayetteville will be 
for whites only and the one. at 
Dawson for Negroes only, Mann 
said. Decisions about the other 
camps have not yet been reached. 
He estimated that about 62 per 
cent of the state’s 8,000 convicts 
are Negroes. | 

In explaining the segregation of 
the races, Mann said the whites 
were .nore intelligent than the 
Negroes and consequently could 
lead them and influence them. ! 
This, he added, sometimes caused 
trouble. He also said the commis- 
sion believed the prisoners would 
work better and get along better 
if the races were separated. | 

The separation of habitual crim- 
inals from first offenders, Mann 
said, sould aid the commission's 
efforts to rehabilitate prisoners. 

Transfer of prisoners from one 
camp to another, Mann said, was 
a slow process because the records 
of the prisoners had to be inves- 
tigated and because men fitted to 
carry on the work at each camp 
had to be found. For example, if 
a tractor driver were shifted from 
one camp to another, another had 
to. be found to take his place. 

Mann said that so far as he 
knew no other southern state had 
yet attempted to separate its white 
and Negro prisoners, but he pre- 
dicted others probably would do 
having so in the future.

The _ curtailment, announced 
jointly by the Office of Produc- 
tion Management and the Office of 
Price Control and Civilian Supply, 
will start at 26 1-2 per cent for 
August, September, October and 
November.

Pig Iron Output 
In Alabama Up 
To 100 Per Cent

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 21.— 


(P)—Pig iron production in Ala-| 


bama jumped 10 points to 100 per 
cent this week as repairs were 
completed and two blast furnaces 
returned to pouring iron, and the 
steel rate next week will reflect 
the improvement in the raw ma- 
terial situation with a fivé-point 
gain. 

With every blast furnace in Ala- 
bama in production, output will be 
further stepped up within two 
weeks when the rebuilding of an 
abandoned stack at Holt, Ala., is 
completed. 

Unless unforeseen developments 


interrupt present schedules, exist- | 
'ing records for iron and ste2! pro- 


duction in the state will be broken 
in September. 

One of the furnaces blown in 
this week was enlarged by approx- 
imately 75,000 tons annually in the 
rebuilding process, and the Holt 
should produce around 
10,000 tons monthly. 

Open hearth schedules have 
been curtailed by shortage of basic 
iron in recent months. The rate, 
down to 90 for several weeks, will 
return to 95 per cent of capacity

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Two Little Words 

A new voters” list for Fulton county is to 
be started Tuesday, September 2, by re-reg- 
istration of qualified voters but whether this 
county list is to apply to the city of Atlanta 
and her elections is clouded in legal techni- 
calities and confused by the omission of two 
words in the new registration law. 

The law for permanent registration was 
changed by the legislature at the last session. 
It used to be a man or woman registered and 
stayed registered until he or she died or got 
struck off the list for some other reason— 


usually just as drastic. 

- Now, the law requires re-registration before 
January 1, 1942, and henceforth, every qualified 
voter has to vote pretty consistently or find 
himself on the outside looking in. In the 
future a voter’s name will be stricken from the 
list of qualified voters if he fails to cast a ballot 
in two successive elections. 

T. Earl Suttles, tax collector and registrar, 
and the county commissioners have planned a 
| method to make it easier for voters to re-regis- 
ter in compliance with the new law. Deputy reg- 
istrars will be stationed at schools, beginning 
September 2, to do the re-registering and 
voters are urged to go to the schools of their 
wards and districts on the date they are 
notified to appear. 

Notices will be mailed to the 58,000 qualified 
voters on the present voting list, each being 
told when the registrars will be at the schools 
in his or her ward. 

This applies whether or not the new voters’ 
list is to be used in the city of Atlanta elec-

Unnecessary Loss of Corn 

Among the largest consumers of Georgia 
corn this year will be rats—unless the growers 
of corn watch out, the Agricultural Extension 
Service of the University of Georgia warns. 

This broad estimate does not, of course, 
mean that portion of corn consumers who 
devote their entire attention to the utterly 
liquid state of this farm product, known 
familiarly to Georgians as “white lightning,” 
“pop-skull,” “fusal oil” or “panther sweat.” 

The Agricultural Extension Service means 
rats, the kind of rodents the Pied Piper had 
trouble with in Hamlin-town that time he 
wound up by taking all the kids out for a walk. 

The service predicts, on the basis of last 
year’s comparative figures, that rats will eat 
2,248,950 bushels of corn out of Georgia’s fall 
crop of 44,979,000 bushels unless the farmers 
prevent them. That would be, and has been, 
a terrific economic losé. , 

In view of the national emergency, when 
food is at a premium, letting rats eat the corn 
is an economic waste that should be stopped 
even if it takes drastic action. The extension 
service estimates that five per cent of the total 
crop of corn will be wasted on. rats if farmers 
do not rat-proof their corn bins. 

It is easy to see that money will be well 
spent by farmers who take the simple pre- 
cautionary measures to keep rats out of the 
corn crib to save these 2,248,950 bushels for a 
better purpose—meaning meal and bread, not 
“cawn drippings.”

WASHINGTON PARADE

TO THROW OFF OUR LETHARGY WASHINGTON, Aug. 


21.—President Roose- 
velt’s expressed desire to arouse the country to a greater con- 
sciousness of the war dangers that confront us was undoubtedly 
inspired by the close recapitulation of war events permitted in his 
man-to-man conferences with Prime Minister Churchill. 

Twice since returning from his historic high-seas meeting with 
the British chief of state, Mr. Roosevelt has gone out of his way 
to emphasize the need for the country to throw off its lethargy 
and consider war realities more in their true light. 

He did so first immediately upon landing when he suggested 
that the American people begin to think more in terms of what the 
consequences of Nazi victory over Europe would be in this country. 
Again at his initial White House press conference after reaching 
Washington he sought to make the American public realize that 
they face material sacrifices if Hitler’s dreams of a Nazi-dominated 
world are to be crushed. / : 

After his talks with the Prime/ Minister and members of the 
British naval and military weet joining in the unprecedented 
conferences, the President has@vidently become more convinced 
than ever that there is too pfuch lethargy over the war situation. 
Too little appreciation amongthe rank and file of the people of 
the grave dangers that lie in the wake of a Nazi victory. 


WE HAVE BEEN SLOW The condition, he feels, is found 

somewhat in England, no less than 
in the United States. But particularly is he convinced that far too 
much listlessness exists in this country, due to our greater remote- 
ness from the scene of conflict. We have been too slow in re- 
vamping past conceptions of national security, founded on the fact 
that 3,000 miles of ocean separate the United States from the 
European mainland. 

As the President sees it, there has been a noticeable lull in public 
alertness since the beginning of the German invasion of Russia. 
The opening up of a new war front which seemed to remove past 
threats of an immediate invasion of England produced an apathy 
in both countries born of relief. The natural tendency was for 
tension to slacken. 

Perhaps in a spirit of charity which caused him to omit politi- 
cal considerations, Mr. Roosevelt credits this spirit of apathy with 
the narrow one-vote margin by which the lower house recently 
passed the selective service extensiof act. The vote reflected a 
shameful lack of appreciation of the dangers that face us. It came 
within an iota of placing congress in the ludicrous position of re- 
pudiating the Army chief of staff. All impartial observers are 
agreed on the point, although it is possible to explain the closeness 
of the vote by the desire of certain house members, mainly Re- 
publicans, to exploit the issue for political purposes. 

The fact of it is though, as the President undoubtedly had in 
mind, that the incident would never have occurred if the countrv 
had been more conscious of war realities. Public demands for up- 
holding the chief of staff in time of threatened national peril would 
have been more than sufficient to outweigh political considerations 
guiding the opposition of all but the most confirmed isolationists. 
CONSTANT ALERTNESS NECESSARY In urging the 

country on to a 
fuller consciousness of the war situation as it affects us now and in 
the future, it can be said authoritatively that Mr. Roosevelt, since 
his talks with Mr. Churchill, has not been promoted by any loss 
of his earlier confidence in the ultimate outcome of the conflict. 
Perhaps more than ever he is convinced that the Axis will be 
beaten down in the end. Naturally much of his new conviction 
is based on the intimate exchange of information with the British 
Prime Minister. 

But from the recapitulation of war events gained from the 
Churchill conferences, the President is equally aware of the tre- 
mendous effort that must be put mto that accomplishment. The 
dangers of the situation are such that he sees the need for the 
nation remaining constantly alert, both as regards national morale 
and the prosecution of the program of providing an unending supply 
of war materials to the nations battling German aggression. 

Put in a more concise form, what the President would have the 
nation realize is that, while the odds of the situation give confidence 
in the ultimate defeat of Hitler’s world empire dreams, they are 
not so great that we can hold the advantage by permitting listless- 
ness to creep into our efforts. He would have it no less impressed 
upon the country that this involves sacrifice and a greater de- 
gree of national unity than yet may have been displayed. 

In justification for accepting Mr. Roosevelt’s appraisal of events, 
it need not be pointed out that his record of accuracy in evaluating 
past war developments has been unchallenged. Unlike the Wheel- 
ers and Lindberghs, he has made no false prophecies that failed 
to stand the test of time 

Besides, as chief executive of the nation, who is in possession 
of better information that may be used as a basis for guiding the 
country through the present world crisis?

ILLUSION OF PEACE WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Two things 
happened here today. 
The President sent a brief message to congress, reporting on 
his meeting with Prime Minister Churchill.

We see in this country the same sort of apathy which made 
Holland confident, up to within two weeks of the actual invasion, 
that she was safe.

It may 
be that the city cannot use the new “alive” 
list for city elections and bond elections— 
that is a point still to be settled by the legal 
minds and it probably means the matter will 
have to go to the supreme courts for final 
decision. 

However, it was the purpose of the new 
Jaw, as everyone in the community clearly 
understood, to revise the voting list of the 
city since two bond elections have recently 
failed because a two-thirds majority of the 
qualified voters listed did not cast ballots as 
required. -The voters overwhelmingly favored 
bonds otherwise. 

It was charged the old list contained the 
names of dead persons, persons moved per- 
manently or transferred away from Atlanta, 
and other “dead wood.” The new law is, in 
effect, a method of purging such names from 
the active, qualified voters’ list. 

And it is still the law, regardless of the 
confusion resulting from the omission of the 
two little words. Voters must re-register. The 
county is spending a lot of money to make 
it easier by sending the deputy 
around to the schools, and voters should ap- 
preciate that fact and co-operate to the full- 
est extent. 

So re-register when the registrars are in 
your ward—and the city voting list will come 
out all right later. The long-time custom of 
‘the city using the county voting list isn’t to be 
discarded by the lack of two small words.

The gentle hint that we are buying too much 
gasoline failed to go over in a big way. Very 
few of us have felt the necessity of drawing in 
our belts. We realize that the exigencies of our 
big preparedness campaign will necessitate that 
someone shall lay off of something. For our- 
selves, we would like to go along as usual. 

Now the powers that be will feel that they 
are justified in resorting to stronger measures, 
The stronger measures will probably be in the 
form of ration cards. Then we will get down 
to brass tacks. 

If one man is cut down under a ration card 
system he will feel that others are being cut 
down.

OBJECTS TO LINCOLN 
AS A HERO 

Editor Constitution: On behalf 
of the millions of descendants of 
Confederate soldiers I wish some 
great southern newspaper would 


intercede with the public men of 
the north to give us a public ut- 
terance once in a while without 
dragging Abraham Lincoln into it. 

The War Between the States has 
been over 75 years, but the poli- 
ticians of the north always wave 
the bloody shirt, in season and 
out of season.

Australian Newsman 
Pauses Here on Tour 


of U.S. 


Americans in the south are more 
realistic and logical in their atti- 
tude toward the war than Ameri- 
cans in other parts of the conti- 
nent. 

That is the opinion of Richard 
Hughes, chief of the editorial staff 
of the Consolidated Press, of Syd- 
ney, Australia, who stopped over 
in Atlanta last night after a four- 
month swing through America, 
weighing the United States war 
effort and war reactions. 

He recently has completed a 
similar mission for his newspapers 
in the Far East 

South Sees War. 

“Only in the south have I found 
many Americans who recognize 
that the policy of all-out aid for 
Britain must logically and ulti- 
mately develop into active par- 
ticipation,” he reported yesterday. 

“Elsewhere, the great majority 
of Americans -Iinsist on 100 per 
cent aid for Britain, admitting im- 
plicitly and explicitly their stake 
in Hitler’s defeat, but they insist 
just as stoutly on keeping out of a 
shooting war. 

“Conversely, they appear to me 
to be wholeheartedly behind 
most extreme measures in opposli- 
tion to Japanese aggression 

“In ofher words, they draw a 
sharp line of demarcation between 
the crisis in the Pacific and the 
crisis in the Atlantic, between 
sending the United States Navy 
into action and sending a United 
'States Army—when it is ready— 
into action.

Such homey charm in an old- 
fashioned rag rug of herringbone 
weave! 

Make one easily yourself from 
odds and ends in your rag bag, 
choosing a pretty combination 
such as old rose, dark blue and 
gaily flowered calico. Or you can 
dye old sheet= or unbleached mus- 
lin in soft shades. 


The rug measures 2112 by 30 
inches with a 3-inch fringe at each 
end. Your loom is slightly larger, 
a simple oblong wooden frame you 
can make at home. Drive 42 nails 
into each shorter end. 

For warp, wind jute twine back 
and forth from bottom to top 
rails, being sure to wind 
around first and last nails 
make a selvage. 

Weaving starts with three 
inches of “filler” (old rag you 
late: remove) and eight rows of 
twine for heading. Use a darning- 
like weave. 

For the herringbone weave, use 
your fabric cut in long strips 3 
inches wide, with raw edges fold- 
ed under.

The picturesque Czar Peter house

England, despite all the bombings, 
is holding her own in the number 
of babies born: there are as many 
or’ more marriages today than 
there were in peacetime, and the 
birth rate in the United States Js 
climbing. 

Guy Ir¥ing Burch, director of 
the Population Reference Bureau 
and one of the country’s leading 
analysts of population trends, de- 
clared that at the present rate the 
population of the United States 
will rise from the present 132,- 
000,000 to about 152,000,000 in 
1980, »roviding the country can 
support and properly educate the 
20,000,000 additional children. 

Two-Fold Improvement. 

In 1980, he predicts, “from both 
productive and manpower points 
of view, the nation will be in a 
better condition than it is today,” 
with raachinery taking a greater 
and greater burden off the aver- 
age job, allowing higher wages to 
be paid and giving the average 
individual more time and money 
for recreation and education. In 
addition, he predicts that by 1980 
at least 5,000,000 more people will 
be in the “productive” age group 
between 20 and 64 years of age. 

Meanwhile Miss Irene 3arnes 
Taeuber, co-editor of the popula- 
tion index, declared that figures 
reported reecntly from England, 
Scotland and Wales show that the 
birthrate in England in 1940 was 
only three-tenths of one per cent 
1939 but was much 
higher than in 1933. The number 
of marriages in 1940 was the high- 
est on record for the British Isles. 
She added that German bombs 
have apparently not caused any 
defeatism or as many casualties as 
might be expected. 

“The dramatic destructiveness 
the all-out air war over Great 


Britain gives an exaggerated im- 


‘pression of the general hazards to 


life in that country,’ she said. 
“Horrible as the events have been. 
they have affected the total death 
rate surprisingly little’—an _in- 
crease of only a little ‘more than 
two per cent in the civilian popu- 
lation. In The Netherlands, Nor- 
way and other German-occupied 
countries the death rate among 
civilians has increased by only 
about one per cent. Statistics from 
these countries were admitted, 
however, to be scanty. 

Burch declared in his prediction 
of a 20,000,000 increase in the 
population of the United States 
that “this should dispel the all too 
common illusion that a lower 
birthrate and the slowing down of 
population increase will result in 


i‘race suicide’ and cause the Amer- 


ican people to become a race of 
senile and dependent oldsters un- 
able to support themselves in time 
of peace or to protect themselves 
in time of war.” 

Principal Factor. 

The principal factor in the pop- 
ulation increase not the num- 
ber, he added, but the quality of 
the children to come. Ag the pres-
